Blood Shed at Glcn Rock 


A scusatioual attempt to commit mur- 
ami suicide look place iu Glen Rock, 
York county, Sunday* moruin?. 
The 
Tictims, Mr. aud Mrs, James Shewell, 
both of whom are ijxpcctod to recover, 
are one of the best known young coui^le 
of the town. 
About 6 o'clock Sunday 
moruiug Mr. Shewcll, who had been Up 
most of the uigbt with his wife, who was 
in ill health, entered hei' room aud dis- 
covered her iu an attempt to end her life 
with a revolver. He wrested the weapon 
from her aud took it away to lii'le.

Discharging Torpttfoet. 
In every battleship, cruiser and tor­ 
pedo boat there are tubes, like so many 
large gun barrels, built into the ship, 
some above, but mostly below th« 
water; and from these tubes the tor­ 
pedoes are discharged at the enemy’s 
ship, says London Answers. A small 
charge of cordite or compressed air, 
at a pressure of 500 pounds or more 
to the square inch, shootg the torpedo 
out of the tube along a guiding bar, 
which directs it untU well clear of the 
ship. When It lc;aves the gu.alng bar 
the propellers get to work and the 
projectile Is off, straight as a bullet, 
to the target at which it has been aim­ 
ed.

'•wheel, as it has to be constrnctoci like 
the wheel of a watermill. If you i^'ish 
to give the wheel a diameter of eight 
and a quarter inches, cut a strip of 
flexible cardboard seventeen and a half 
Inches long by one inch wide. 
Divide 
the strip of paper into eighteen equal 
parts 
ilf(-oen-sixteenths of an inch 
apart. 
Then cut eighteen pieces of 
cardboard, cach one inch long and one 
and «a quarter inches wide. 
Paste a 
narrow strip of thin paper on the 
shortey, side of each piece of card- 
'board, allowing it to extend one-fourth 
inch, and paste the eighteen pieces, 
With the help of the same narrow strip 
of paper, on the eighteen marked lines 
of the long sti'ip of paper, in such a 
,way that they stand up almost per- 
pendicularly to the strip. 


While this is getting dry, cut two 
circular pieces of strong cardboard, 
each eight and a half inches in dia- 
meter (see B). In the centre of each 
circular piece cut a small bole for the 
.wooden axle. 
Then take one of the 
circular pieces of cardboard and make 
a circle (inserting the point of the 
compass in the centre) of six: and a 
quarter inches in diameter. Each part 
of this new circle is, therefore, one 
inch nearer the centre than the rim 
of the circular piece of cardboard. 
Take the two ends of the strip of 
cardboard and lay one end one inch 
over the other, and glue them to- 
gether; then glue the strip, together 
with the eighteen^pieces of cardboard, 
upon the smaller circle of the circurar 
piece and bend all the eighteen pieces 
of cardboard sideways until none ex- 
tends over the rim of the circular piece 
of cardboard, 
(See C.) 


Then glue them tight to the cir- 
cular piece. 
After this is dry, glue 
the other circular piece of cardboard 
upon the first and the wheel is ready. 
'An empty cigar box can be used to 
house the wheel. If you have none, 
make one out cardboard, similar to 
the one shown in the illustration. If 
the wheel is eight and a quarter inches 
In diameter, the box must be at least 
nine 
Inches 
wide, but somewhat 
higher. 
Near the centre of the two 
sides of tlie bo::, a hole is bored large 
enough to easily admit the axle. After 
the wheel is fastened to the round 
wooden axle, a small box made of 
cardboard is fastened right over the 
wheel, the bottom of v/hich has a 
small opening, allowing the sand to 
run out in a thin stream into the open 
partitions of the wheel. 


On the outside of the box, that Is on 
the end of the axle extending over the 
side of the box, small objects may be 
fastened, whiel\ Avill turn when the 
mill begins.to work. If you have a 
circular piece of paper, paint running 
water on it, cover part of it with trees 
and busl/es, and then cut it out, and 
you will Jiave the effect of a water- 
fall. Or you can cut a little man out 
of paper and fasten it with a pin. 
and it Avill turn somersaults like a 
clovrn. 


A variety' of fancy eggs can be made 
from one package of dyes sold for the 
purpose by every druggist. 


Purchase a package containing four 
colors, red, blue, yellow and violet 
being pleasing. 
The day before the 
coloring is to be done dissolve each 
color separately and put into bottles. 
The next day select perfectly fresh 
?ggs and wash them clean. If ob- 
tainable, use some very small eg2:s. 


Put a few of the eggs into a kettle 
of cold water and let tliem boll for 
ten of fifteen minutes; long boiling 
renders eggs more digestible. 
Only 
a few should be cooked at a time, as 
they must be dipped into the dye while 
hot, so as to dry the coloring imme- 
diately, or they will not b-^ nice. Pour 
the dyes into an old bowl or deep dish. 
To produce a variety of colors from 
the four kinds of dye proceed tlms: 
Dip one-half of an egg into one color 
and the other half into another color. 


Paste a half-inch strip of paper 
around a white shelled egg; dip one 
end of the egg as far as the paper 
extends in the red eye, and then the 
otlier end into the blue dye; when the 
paper is removed you will have a 
pretty red, white and blue egg. You 
can produce from two to three dif- 
ferent shades from one color. For 
Instance, dip an egg into the yellow 
dye to produce yellow, then add a little 
water to the dye to produce a light 
orange add a little more water to pro- 
duce lemon, and proceed in tlie same 
way with the other colors. 
Roll the 
ggs over in the dye two or three 
times until they are e^^i^nlv colored.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

ITERE be some subject of never-ending discussion, all the more 
so, it would seem, because they are such as can by no possi- 
bility bo definitely decided one way or another. Among these 
unprofitable questions few are more thoroughly and. con- 
stantly thrashed out than this: "Which loves bost, a man or 
a woman?*' 


To this there would appear to be but one answer. 
Feeling 
cannot be measured excepting by results, and even this 
measure Is but partial. 
Some men love more deeply than other men, more devotedly than some 
women, and vice versa. 
It seems the fashion of late to insist upon analyzing 
feelings and emotions, to strive to grasp the Impalpable, to discuss men and 
women as though they were of different species Instead of one flesh, members, 
all, of the same family. 
Humanity is much the same, male and female. 
At

coines the low hum of wheels and 
shafts, proving tho constant activity 
in tho main palaces that is a feature 
of this Exposition; from the right, 
weird notes of Oriental music and the 
voices of the strong lungoil. calling at- 
tention to the fantastic sights that are

Man's Ear Tells 


Siory of His Life 


By LfOeb Weintrob 


^ 
HE ear, to have any significance at all, must have the outer 
rim corresponding to the skull. Whatever point on tho skull 
is more eminent, that part of the ear corresponding to it 
should be tlie most in evidence, and you will note that w h a t 
ever group of faculties predominates, to those faculties does 
the whole ear point. 


Tho principal thing to notice is tlie convolution inside of 
the ear, whether the ear protrudes from the head or is close 
to the same, and whether it is large or small. 


If the convolution is Avell in evidence, healthy in color, and running parallel 
to the rim, you will always find keen intelligence. 


If the rim of the ear is thick, turning over on the inner convolution, it de- 
notes a thick skull. The brain has not yet fully expanded. 


If tho ear is shapeless, cramped up, or large and flaccid, either flat without 
any prominence inside, or tho shape of a clam shell, and empty without any 
convolution, no matter how large the head, it has no capacity. It is a failure. 


There is an ear that is often mistaken for a sign of the harmonious tem- 
perament. 
The rim has no particular point in evidence more than another— 
almost round. 
Tho interior of the ear is pretty well developed, but not very 
prominent and defined—rather meaty, and of a healthy color, with fair-sized 
lobes. 
The people who liave such ears are at all times satisfied with them- 
selves, and most of the time with everybody else. 
They are neither mental 
nor physical giants, and less so in a spiritual direction; but they strike a good 
balance between the individual who is in a tremendous hurry to go to Heaven 
and the one who is running post-haste to the other place. 


The car that has the upper part developed (judging fix)m the opening, which 
is the centre,) and nan'ow at the base, without any indication of a lobe, indicates 
activity and industry in the direction in which the ear points, but those who 
have this ear suffer from malnutrition. 


• An individual witli an ear like this must be judicious in the selection of his 
foods. The theory, that to eat a potful of peas and be able to lift an ox, and 
to oat the ox and not be able to lift the pot of peas, may not be as foolish as it 
sounds, in their case. 


Bo that as it may, the diet of peas will not suit the people with a fair-sized 
lobe on their ears and a fair width at the base. The larger the lower half oí 
the oar the keener is the relish for the good things of mother earth. 
Whether 
they will share their substance with others depends on how large the upper 
half of the oar is. 


The perfect ears are those that have fair and shapely development, with a 
broad and prominent convolution running parallel to a fine rim all the waj? 
around, a fair-sized lobe and the cavity in the centre not obstructed. 
Tho

PAUT OF SECTION 1, OF "FOK THE GOOD 
OUDEU AND GOVERNMENT OE THE 
nOHOUUII." 


Be it enacted by the Burgess and Town Coun-' 
oil, and it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, that the followiuif oilenses shall be con- 
sidered as iigahist "Good Order and GoverI^ 
meut," viz: Disturbing the peuee by night or by 
day by shootinff, unnecessary shouting, ynlliug:, 
or other unnecessary or noisy proceedings, etc, 


»SEO. 2, OK SAME.—Any person or persons of- 
fending the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
iiabJe to arrest and the payment of a line. etc. 
TO SECTION 2 OF OKDINANCE "llKLATIVE 
n 
TO I'UBLIC NUISANCES. 


No person or persons shall throw, place or 
•cause to be phicecl or deposited in any street, av- 
enue. alley, lane, water course, etc., any putrid 
or unsound meat, fish, dead animal, skin of ani- 
mal, or other offensive matter. Any person vio- 
lating the provisions of this section Bhall, upon 
conviction before any JusLlco of the Peace, be 
fined in any sum not .exceeding: twenty-five dol- 
lars and costs of proKOCUtjon for each and every 
offense. 


ALSO TO SECTION 4 OF SAME OKDINANCE. 


If any privy or hog pen, slaughter house, or 
place where phosphate or fertilizers are kept or 
stored in said Borough of New Oxford, shall be 
kept in such condition that the smell arising 
therefrom shall he offensive to any portion of 
the citizens, the same shall be deemed a nuisance, 
and the o wner or occupant of the lot or premises 
is liable, upon conviction before any Justicc oX 
the Peace, to be lined in a sum not exceedinir 
twenty dollars. 


ALSO TO SECTION 7 OF BAMB OUDINANCK, 
which forbids the obstruction of gutters by grass, 
weeds, or other matter. 


We trust that the citizens of our borough will 
be careful to observe the ordinance relative to 
"nuisances" and allow no lilth nor offensive mat- 
ter of any liind in or about their premises, as the 
Council intends to have the ordinance relative to 
nulsttuces put into force.

2, OF Sa me.—Any person or persons of­ 
fending the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
iiabJe to arrest and the payment of a ihie, etc. 
TO SECTION 2 OF OKDINANCE “HKIjATIVE 
TO PUBLIC liUISANCES.” 
No person or persons shall throw, place or 
•cause to be placed or deposited in any street, av­ 
enue, alley, lane, water course, etc., any putrid 
or unsound meat, flsli. dead animal, skin of ani­ 
mal, or other offensive matter. Any person vio­ 
lating the provisions of this section shall, upon 
conviction before any Justice of the Peace, be 
lined in any sum not .exceeding: twenty*iive dol­ 
lars and costs of prosecution for each and every 
oitense. 
ALSO TO SECTION i OF SAME OKDINANCE. 
If any privy or hog pen. slausliter house, or 
place where phosphate or fertilizers are kept or 
stored In said Borough of New Oxford, shall be 
kept in such condition that the smell arising 
thereirom shall he oiTensive to any portion of 
the citizens, the same shall be deemed a nuisance, 
and the owner or occupant of the lot or premises 
is liable, upon conviction before any Justice oX 
the Peace, to be lined in a sum not exeeedlnjir 
twenty dollars.

which forbids the obstruction of gutters by grass, 
weeds, or other matter.

Rlfeii »IER SUNK 


Was Struck By Cyclone and Sent 
to B«ttom of Chowan River. 


SkVENTEEN 
PEOPLE DROWNfeD 


Majority of Pa»eng«r« and Crew W«r* 
Below When Storm Struck Vessel 
and Had No Opportunity to Make 
Their Escap». 
Norlolk, Va., Feb. 18.— A cyclon» 
struck the passenger steamer Olive, 
which plies between Franklin, Va., and 
Bdenton, N. C., at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning and sent her to the bottom of 
the Chowiin river, off Woodley’s Pier, 
botween Mount Pleasant and Oliver’» 
Wharf. Seventeen people are known 
to have bepn drowned, and others who 
cwere rescued are In a «erlous condi­ 
tion. 
The whirlwind when it struck tb» 
jQllve caused her to go orer on her 
beams, and when »he righted it was 
only to sink on account of the water 
she had taken, A majority of the pas­ 
sengers and crew were below at the 
time and had no opportunity to reach 
the pilot house of the vessel. 
This 
point was the only portion left above 
water, and in It standing waist deep 
from Ike time of the accident until 6 
d’clock yesterday morning, Captain 
George H. Wlthey and five others were 
saved. 
According to the statement of Cap­ 
tain Withey last night, there are 17 
known to have been lost ou the sink­ 
ing steamer, and a lifeboat |oaded with 
Engineer C. L. Conway, Afsistant En­ 
gineer J. P. Murphy, Purser J. N. 
Bell, one white and two cplored pas­ 
sengers, unknown, and two colored 
deck hands, which left the steamer In 
hopes of reaching a vessel, whose 
lights could be seen In the distance. 
They were picked up after rowing four 
hours by the tug Ga»elle. 
Those known to be dead are: Jacob 
Lassiter, white, Rich Bquaro, N. C.; 
Mrs. Bennett 
and

daughter,

At 6 o’clock yesterday morning the 
river steamer Pettit hove in sight and 
rescued the almost froien survivors. 
Captain Withey «aid: 
'^We 
left 
Franklin on our regular trip to Eden- 
ton Monday morning at 11 o’clock. A 
heavy southwest wind was«blowing, 
but along the Chowan river we did 
not mind It verj»^ much. 
It was Just 
about 2 o’clock yesterday morning 
when 'overythinp: became Inky black 
and a terrible roaring broke out of the 
night. I was alone In the pilot house 
and most of those below had turned in. 
In a second something struck the boat 
on her port beam and turned her over 
on her starboard side. I thought she 
would never right herself, and a mon- 
^ ster wave dashed over us. It flooded 
the hold and 
smashed 
everything 
Ground us. 
With the rush of water 
into her hold the Olive slowly righted, 
and In less than two minuted after 
having struck she was resting t>n the 
bottom, with only the pilot house above 
the river. The boat sunk so quioltly 
after being struck that none below 
bad a chance to reach the deck, and 
they must have been drowned In their 
berths.''

Philadelphia, Feb. 18.—By three sis­ 
ters George N<>lk was yesterday point­ 
ed Out in the coroner’s cdurt as the 
murderer of h it mother In hi^r home at 
Gerinantow'n, and was committed to 
prison to await ^he action of the grand 
Jury, 
Minnie Nelk, whose slnill was frac­ 
tured by the af*cused at the time of 
the inurder, Is élill in a critical condì- ' 
tlon. Her story of tho crime a s told 
in itre hospital iii as follows: 
‘‘Mother Avas isltting in hei* rocking 
chair and I was tidying up the room. 
George walked tbroi:^:h the room with­ 
out a word and went into the kitchen.

Geyrgo came over to where 
I was and struck me with the liatchet.

GAVE LIFE TO SAVE COMRADE 


Moses Keller Asphyxiated in Oil Tank 
Trying to Rcscue Companion. 
Lancaster, Pa., Feb. 17.—Moses Kel­ 
ler, aged 40 years, gave up his life yes­ 
terday afternoon in a brave attempt to 
save a companion from asphyxiation in 
an oil tank. David Lindeman had en­ 
tered the tank, which he was emptying 
to sweep out oil that had failed to run 
off. 
Ordinarily this was a safe pro­ 
cedure, but yesterday the heavy atmos­ 
phere confined the poisonous gases 
which usually evaporated. 
Lindeman 
was overcome and 
fell unconscious. 
Seeing Lindeman’s predicament, Keller 
bravely dropped’through the manhole 
of the tank to the rescue, refusing to 
take the precaution urged upon him of 
tying a rope about himself, shouting 
there was no time to be lost. Keller, 
too, was overcome. Several fellow 
workmen were rendered unconscious 
by the fumes that escaped through the 
manhole in attempting to reach the 
men in the tank. By means of hooks 
both were finally dragged out, but Kel- 
lei* wa» dead. Lindeman sooil recov«- 
ered. 


Teacher Saved Her Pupils. 
Springflield, 111., Feb. 18.—Miss Mary 
Martin, teacher In the new Caldwell 
»chool at Thayer, III,, by her bravery 
and presence of mind In a fire which 
destroyed the school, saved the lives 
of 50 of her little pupils. With ogress 
by the stairway cut ofi by the flames, 
M1s3 Martin dropped her pupils from 
a second-story window to the ground. 
After the last of the children had been 
rescued the plucky instructor swung 
herself over the window lodge and 
dropped to safety. 
Although several 
of the children were painfully hurl, 
none of the injuries will result seri­ 
ously. 


G«r! Dies From Shpck. 
Plainfield, N. J., Feb. 17.~Mlss Della' 
Haley, 19 years old, daughter of Dan­ 
iel Haley, a resident of Pennsylvaiilà, 
is another victim of the recent railroad 
w’^reck on the Central road at Grace- 
land.

She re­ 
ceived sucn a shock fiom the sight that 
she became seriously ill and continued^ 
to grow ^orse until yesterday, when 
she died. Her death waB attributed to 
shock to her nervous system.
